Talk is circulating that more urban churches 
should be built and that, ^consequently, fewer rural 
churches should be supported by the arious religious 
bodies. 

♦We agree with the Cobourg Sentinel-Star when 
it says: 

' This, indeed, seems very drastic and unwise. To 
deprive the rural areas of their little ivy-covered 
places of worship is to cut out the very spirit of the 
rural community. It is known that people are forsak¬ 
ing the land for the steel and cement of oities: surely 
to close the country church doors could do no more* 
than hasten the exodus. 

* On the other hand, what the ecclesiastical powers- 
that-be s hou ld be doing is looking for means of en¬ 
couraging the people to stay on the land. Steps are 
being taken in many places to rejuvenate the little 
churches such as have taken place in recent years in 
our own district. 

There is nothing to equal a little country church. 
From it emanates the light and foundation of the 
community. Parents are not reluctant to v bring their 
children along to the country church — they have no 
fear of harsh frowns such as they might expect amid 
the pomp and circumstance of a big city cathedral. 
Mothers enter into the work of the W. A. and the 
W. M. S., and on Sundays, not only mothers and child¬ 
ren, but father is conspicuous by his presence. 

To discourage this serene spirit of friendship and 
co-operation would be, indeed, disastrous to whole¬ 
some rural life. 

The country church, .as always, is a step forward 
in community life.

The magazine of the Alberta Teacher’s Associat¬ 
ion a little while ago published two pictures: one of a 
hotel in the town of Vulcan and the other of a dilap¬ 
idated building which was called the town’s high 
school It drew a contrast between what is called their 
wonderful beer parlor and the rundown school. It 
turns out now that the building called the high school 
is not that at all and that the town of Vulcan has a 
good brick school. Some rooms in the other building 
are used only because of t/vercrowding. The A.T.A. 
has been foried to publish a retraction of the pictures. 
The incident shows the professional organ of the 
teachers of this province in a poor light. Surely half 
truths are not e^pugh in a group of teachers who are 
so zealous of making teaching a profession and so 
sensitive about salary schedules. —Ttye Claresholra 
Local Press. 

TVfy Or 7Vee6? 

In the last 25 years, Canadian death rates have 
fallen in a remarkable way. Discoveries in the field 
of scientific medicine have had a profound effect on 
our civilization, and naturally have resulted in higher 
standards of health. " v -_ 

Some diseases which were known as scourges—no 
more than 25 years ago—are now either completely 
nnder control or partially checked. For instance, case 
and death rates in Canada for tuberculosis, typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, diptheria and whooping cough 
have fallen spectacularly in that period of time. In¬ 
fant and maternal deaths are on the downgrade, and 
smallpox has just about disappeared. A spectacular 
instance of change for the better is seen in diptheria 
statistics—9,093 cases and 1,280 deaths in Canada in 
1924 against 898 cases and 85 deaths in 1948. 

Despite all this, however, there is still much room 
for improvement in the nation's health picture—many 
problems continue to baffle medical science, public 
health workers and the general public alike. For in¬ 
stance, the attack on cancer and arthritis has only be¬ 
gun; the venereal-disease problem is still a signifi¬ 
cant one; more attention needs to be paid to the 
health of industrial workers by both management and 
the workers themselves. 

Medical science and health workers generally still 
have much to do and that is why such events as Nat¬ 
ional Health Week, sponsored annually by the Health 
League of Canada, the nation’s Gold Cross Associat¬ 
ion, ju^-specessary. Health Week helps make Canad¬ 
ians aware of the facts—helps give them a clear view 
of the nation’s current health picture—and points out 
what they can do to help improve that picture. 

Canada’s sixth annual National Health Week is 
scheduled for January 29th to February 4th.

CHURCH NOTES 


Gam* Sanctuaries In N. W. 

Three game sanctuaries are ad¬ 
ministered by the Northwest Ter- 
ritorH?* Administration as part of 
its efforts to maintain the fur in¬ 
dustry and to preserve species in 
danger of extinction. Thelon Game 
Sanctuary, in the eastern Macken¬ 
zie District nnd extending Into 
Kebwatin- District, has an area of 
15,000 sq. miles and contains the 
largest herd of-musk-ox remaining 
on the North American mainland. 
Twin Islands Game SanAuary in 
James Bay has an area of 55 aq. 
miles. Wood Buffalo Park, with an 
area of 17.300 sq. miles, 3,625 sq. 
miles of which are In the North¬ 
west Territories, was created main¬ 
ly for the preservation of a herd 
fo buffalo, hut now forms a vast 
preserve for many other species of 
big game and fur-bearing animals.

Nev¬ 
ertheless, inheritance is important 
as a moans of acquiring farms-. The 
following passages Ifre taken from 
the survey report: 

“Of all the owners reporting if, 
the survey, two out of ever y five 
stated that they had either pur¬ 
chased their farms from relatives 
or had received family help of 
various kinds in achieving owner¬ 
ship of their land. About 15 per¬ 
cent purchased farms from relat¬ 
ives; 12 percent received farms 
through girt and inheritance;- 16 
percent acquired ownership throu¬ 
gh combinations of means involv¬ 
ing some element of gift and in¬ 
heritance. Within the non-operat¬ 
ing landlord grou,V~36 percent re¬ 
ported some element of family 
help in achieving ownership. 

"How farm ownership is trans¬ 
ferred from one generation to the 
next is exceedingly important.'- It 
is surpiising to find so few owners 
with concrete plans for transfer¬ 
ring ownership to the next gener¬ 
ation. Only 3 percent of the own¬ 
ers reported completed transfers to 
the next genration, excepting sales 
to people outside the family. A- 
bbut 17 percent of the owners re¬ 
po, tod making wills prescribing 
the disposition of their land. An 
additional a pen-on, reported vari¬ 
ous kinds of other definite plans 
for transferring land to the next 
generation. As might be expected, 
there is a fairly close relationship 
between age of owner and plans

would appear that more than one 
•iut of every six owners would take 
advantage of the opportunity pro¬ 
vided by law and stipulate how 
their land is to he distributed. -Per¬ 
haps they are satisfied with state 
laws directing distribution and de¬ 
scent. Perhaps the land owner is 
confused over the problem of dis¬ 
tributing a limit"! amount of land 
among several children when the 
farm must continue to provide 
support for the father and mother 
during their rerhpining~years. Or, 
perhaps failure to make farm 
transfer plans may be attributed 
in inertia and lack of information 
on how to do it, or lack of apprec¬ 
iation of the importance farm 
transfer plans. Further studies are 
heeded to show more precisely why- 
farm transfer plans are not made, 
what remedial steps should be ta¬ 
ken to help land owners with- their 
farm traiifer problems. Further 
studies are also needed to show- 
how present satisfactory transfer 
plans may be extended to more 
owners. 

“As part n ,he process of^tfans- 
ferring farms to the next genera¬ 
tion an appreciable proportion—20 
percent of the ’andlords imported 
renting faints to their sons and 
sons-in-law. Many of these un¬ 
doubtedly are prospective owners 
of the faints they now operate. 
The proportion of landlords rent¬ 
ing land to close relatives varies 
24 percent of the landlords who 
do not operate land themselves to 
14 percent of those still operating 
parting of their land.” 

Obviously, more definite plan¬ 
ning for farm inheritance should 
be encouraged. This especially true 
where there are Immediate heirs 
interested in remaining on the 
land. When family interest in the 
home farm is not maintained, too 
often the farm becomes run-down 
mjd debilitated before it passes in¬ 
to new hands in the process of set¬ 
tling an estate.

Planning For 
Early Potatoes, 

(Experimental Farms News) 
Everybody who has a home gar¬ 
den rejoices in having early pro¬ 
duction of vegetables. Residents of 
the central prairies usually have 
new potatoes from their gardens 
enrly in August but it is possible 
to have them a month earlier. 

The procedure for early potat¬ 
oes used at the Experimental Stat¬ 
ion, Scott, Sask., says G. D. Mat¬ 
thews, is somewhat as follows:

During the second week of April 
the dorpiant seed potatoes are sel¬ 
ected from the cold cellar and 
placed in a heated room with a 
good light in a slatted wooden 
tray. By the second week in May 
the green sprouts have reached 
one half to one inch in length. A- 
bout the tenth of May these are 
cut and planted carefully in a 
sheltered warm location in the 
garden which had been worked 
over early in th# spring. 

In some years there are indicat¬ 
ions that 'frost will occur during 
the night .when leaves are break¬ 
ing through the ground. As only a 
small patch is used, these are cov¬ 
ered with sacks or dry scyt when 
frost is expected .Light tillage a- 
round the plants during June helps 
make growth more rapid. In early 
July when the plants come in 
flower the first early potatoes will 
be ready for home use. 

Dtiring June cool weather often 
retards rapid growth and an early 
variety which thrives Well under 
such conditions is the one to use. 
A number of varieties have been 
tried and Warba has been found 
the most suitable for early potat-
